:lose  to  $550.00  and  was 
sponsored  by  a  group  which 
supposedly  had  no  funds  to' 
help  out  the  clubs  in  this 
school  which  have  been 
•truggling  to  survive  with 
ilmost  no  financial  backing 
rom  the  SGA. 

In  the  middle  of  last 
•emester  a  Sociology  major 
vas  opened  to  students  on 
am  pus.  Less  than  one  month 
ater  the  new  majors  decided 
o  start  a  club  with  all  activities 
>pen  to  faculty  and  the  entire 
tudent  body.  We  went  to  the 
'GA*bfTice  with  a  Constitution 
:nd  asked  if  we  could  receive 
ome  collateral  (for  a  raffle,* 
ll-college  party,  etc.)  so  we 
ould  raise  our  own  money  to 
>ack  our  activities.  We  were 
old  that  because  we  were  late 
pplying  (we  couldn't  come 
arlier  as  there  was  no 
•ociology  major  in  existence  at 
hat  time)  we  could  not  receive 
unding  as  there  was  NO 
-I0NEY  AVAILABLE. 

Following    the     Christ- 
tas  break  we  were  forced  to 
eturn  to  SGA  as  they  had  lost 
ur  Constitution  and  it  had  to 
e  re-approved.  At  this   time 
•  e    asked    again    for    funding 
$50.00)  and  after  two  weeks  of 
iscussions  with  various  SGA 
fficers  we  did  in  fact  receive 
acking  -  a  stack  of  paper  and 
ome  stamps.  I'll  not  even  go 
ito    the    difficulty     we     had 
btaining  that.  Since  that  time 
here   have    been    4    activities 
ield  related  to  the  Sociology 
Mub    that   were   open    to    the 
ntire  student   body   -   a   film 
ork*hop,     a     field     trip     to 
Concord    Prison,    Sociology 
)ay,  and  a  trip  to  Columbia, 
Maryland.  The  Sociology  De- 
triment twice  had  to  dig  up 
noney  to  help  us  out,  usually 
oming  from  the  community  at 
arge. 

Now  it  has  been  discov- 
red  that  $550.00  has  myster- 
ously    appeared    to    fund     a 
idiculous  300  ft.  Banana  Split 
hat  was  never  even  completed 
md  lasted  a  total  of  5  minutes, 
find   this  to  be  a   complete 
nisuse  of  the  financial  power 
granted  to  a  few  students  on 
his  campus,  and  it  shows  how 
ittle  communication  trans- 
pires  between    representative 
government  and  the  financial 
loards  at  FSC. 

I  do  not  totally  blame 
SGA  as  they  did  not  have  any 
money  to  allocate  DIRECTLY. 
I  do  hold  the  Cultural  Events 
Board  responsible  as  they  did 
in  fact  have  money  -  at  least  to 
sponsor  a  Banana  Split  -  A 
"cultural"  event? 

At  this  point,  it  is  too 
late  to  deal  with  the  governing 
board  which  permitted  this 
injustice.  However,  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  Sociology  Club,  as 
well,  I  am  sure,  of  all  the  other 
:lubs  on  campus  which  have 
net  the  same  difficulties  in 
lealing  with  the  past  SGA  and 
elated  boards,   that  the  new 


Student  Government  will  be 
aware  of  these  injustices  and 
be  more  responsive  to  student 
needs  in  the  future.  It  can  be 
certain  that  funding  will  be 
much  more  carefully  observed 
in  the  next  and  following 
years. 

In  closing,  I  would  like 
to  extend  an  apology  to  both 
Fran  and  Mary  Ellen  of  the 
SGA  office  as  this  criticism  is 
in  no  way  related  to  them.  I 
believe  they  did  everything  in 
their  power  to  help  us  out.  It  is 
just  as  hard  for  them  to  deal 
with  an  ineffective  governing 
body  as  it  has  been  for  us.

Last  month  the  elec- 
tions for  S.G.A.  and  class 
officers  were  held.  Until  that 
time  I  was  unfortunately  one  of 
the  many  in  this  college  who 
didn't  care  to  vote.  As  I  was 
going  into  Thompson  Hall, 
William  Collins  handed  me  a 
piece  of  paper  with  his  name 
on  ii.  He  asked  me  to  vote  for 
him  as  a  write-in  candidate  for 
S.G.A.  president.  I  was  im- 
pressed by  his  desire  to  be 
elected  even  though  he  had  to 
overcome  the  obstacle  of  not 
being  on  the  ballot.

An  Open  Letter  to  the  Student 
Body, 

Recently,  computer  experts 
have  devised  a  system  that  will 
expose  student  applications  for 
employment  to  over  twenty 
thousand  employers  from 
coast  to  coast  and  twenty 
foreign  countries.

Through  computer  terminals 
in  their  offices,  they  have 
access  to  a  fantastic  amount  of 
knowledge  and  service  at  very 
inexpensive  rates.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  virtually  all  of  the 
Fortune  Top  1300  companies 
are  either  vendors  or  users. 

Through  the  use  of  ex- 
tremely thorough  and  comp- 
lete resumes,  American  Per- 
sonnel Systems  Corporation  is 
forming  the  most  complete  and 
extensive  personnel  bank  in 
history.  This  data  bank  is 
being  made  available  to  every 
corporation  with  a  terminal 
facility.  All  major  vendors  of 
computer  time,  including 
General  Electric,  University 
Computing,  Control  Data  Cor- 
poration, United  Computing, 
Service  Bureau  Corporation, 
McDonnell  Douglas,  and  oth- 
ers, have  contracted  with 
American  Personnel  and  are 
currently  working  to  make  this 
service  available  to  all  of  their 
client/users,  over  twenty 
thousand  strong,  employers  of 
almost  all  types  of  positions 
known. 

As  an  example,  the  per- 
sonnel officer  of  a  large 
corporation  (say  U.S.  Steel) 
receives  instructions  to  hire  a 
graduate  in  chemical  engin- 
eering for  their  facility  in 
Dallas,  Texas.

The 
computer  then  responds  with 
applicant  resumes  that  either 
meet  or  exceed  those  require- 
ments. At  this  point  the  officer 
is  unaware  of  the  sex,  age, 
creed,  color,  religion,  name  or 
'address  of  the  applicants.  His 
choice  is  made  only  on 
background  and  skills.  The 
selected  applicants  are  then 
sent  an  invitation  via  the 
computer  to  call  the  officer  for 
an  interview.  Since  the  appli- 
cant has  detailed  in  the  resume 
the  job  characteristics  he  or 
she  demands,  they  know  that 
the  position  offered  meets  or 
exceeds  those  demands. 

The  one  time  total  charge 
to  the  applicant  for  twelve  full 
months  of  exposure  is  only 
$25.  This  is  the  only  fee  the 
student  pays  and  the  employer 
will  pay  no  fee;  the  only 
expense  to  the  employer  will 
be  computer  time  to  look  at 
resumes.  The  charge  for  this 
should  average  less  than  a 
small  want  ad  in  the  local 
newspaper. 

Posters  have  been  furnish- 
ed to  the  President  of  the 
Student  Council,  with  take- 
ones  attached.  These  inform- 
ational posters  are  placed  in 
traffic  areas  of  the  campus. 

With  the  end  of  the  school 
year  fast  approaching,  the 
need  has  never  been  more 
acute  for  students  to  consider 
their  professional  futures.

It  should  be  evident  to  us  now  that  we  have  gotten  off  scot 
free  in  financing  our  education  -  thus  far.  But  a  less  obvious 
question  we  should  ask  ourselves  would  be,  "Is  this  rise  in  tuition 
and  cut  in  services  directly  connected  with  the  fiscal  problems  of 
private  higher  education,  or  is  it  the  final  result  of  a  political 
game?"  We  know  the  state  schools  have  not  been  sold  outright  to 
a  person  who  has  chosen  to  raise  the  rent,  and  we  can  probably 
rule  out  the  idea  that  our  money  would  go  directly  to  the  State 
Treasury  and  from  there  to  wherever  Mike(Arch-Conservative) 
Dukakis  wants  it  to  go.  So  I  think  we  can  conclude  that  this  money 
is  going  to  aid  private  higher  education,  and  I  think  it  is  also 
reasonable  to  conclude  that  this  money  will  aid  the  State  higher 
education  bureaucracy  in  blundering  through  a  few  more  years  of 
their  classic  inefficiency. 

I  think  that  State  higher  education  is  inefficient  and 
destructive.  And  I  ask  the  question,  "When  it  costs  the  taxpayer 
as  much  to  send  a  student  to  Fitchburg  State  as  it  would  to  send 
the  student  to  a  private  school,  why  not  send  the  student  to  a 
private  school?"  My  reasoning  is  that  I  do  not  like  to  see  private 
schools  hurt  by  State  extravagances.  A  State  college  can  get  a 
building  and  additions  to  facilities  instantly  from  the  State,  while 
a  private  college  must  sacrifice  for  years  to  complete  a 
comparable  project.  State  higher  education  administrators' 
salaries  are  way  out  of  line  with  those  of  private  educators.  State 
higher  education  overhead  is  used  up  before  there  is  a  chance  to 
produce  quality  education.  I  think  this  is  the  result  of  people  with 
power  and  influence  within  State  government,  high  on  the 
payrolls,  who  have  been  allowed  to  ride  out  the  changes  in 
administrations,  capitalizing  on  us,  the  unorganized  students. 

Dukakis,  who  represents  the  conservative  element  in 
Massachussetts,  will  perpetuate  this  operation  as  long  as  he 
knows  that  we,  the  stomping  ground,  remain  unorganized.  He 
will  take  elderly  off  of  welfare,  he  will  ride  the  MBTA  while 
cutting  back  it's  funds  and  ignoring  the  Penn  Central,  and  he  will 
flatten  anyone  but  those  who  are  organized.  He  will  not  oppose 
labor  unions,  large  corporations,  highway  lobbyists;  because  it  is 
these  people  who  keep  him  in  power.  And  he  will  raise  our  tuition 
and  cut  our  services  until  we  do  something  about  it.

In  recent  years  many  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Colleges  and 
Universities  have  been  the  focus  of  interest  and  concern"  for  day 
care;  several  have  seen  the  establishment  of  child  care  centers  on 
their  campuses.  Although  these  child  care  centers  are  in  varying 
stages  of  evolution,  it  is  clear  that  they  share  many  of  the  same 
issues  and  problems. 

A  day  long  conference  focused  on  the  unique  problems  and 
possibilities  of  state  campus  child  care  will  be  held  May  18,  1975 
from  9  to  4  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston.  The 
objective  of  the  conference  is  to  promote  communication  among 
those  concerned  with  campus  child  care  and  to  share  information 
and  ideas  that  will  help  meet  the  challenges  of  campus  child  care. 
Workshops  will  investigate  such  topics  as  how  to  organize  for  and 
start  a  day  care  center,  how  to  acquire  and  maintain  funding,  and 
how  to  lobby  for  positive  action  on  day  care  issues. 

The  registration  fee  of  $2  should  be  paid  by  check  or  money 
order  to  the  State  Campus  Child  Care  Conference.  The 
registration  fee  will  cover  coffee  and  donuts,  a  buffet  lunch  and 
child  care.  Early  registration  for  the  conference  is  advised  as 
there  is  day  care  available  for  a  maximum  of  40  children,  ages 
one  through  six.  Further  information  on  this  conference  can  be 
supplied  through  your  dean's  office  (dean  of  students)  or  by 
writing  or  calling  the  Office  for  Student  Affairs  (617-287-1900  ex.

Latest  news 
on  tuition 
increase 

Good  news: 

Bills  #2441  &  #5144  were  sent  back  to  committee  in  the 
State  House  Wednesday,  April  29.  What  this  means  ir.  o=  «.  pcc 
as  students  is  that  the  Legislatures  are  going  to  reconsider  their 
proposals  to  raise  tuition. 

Bad  news: 

We  are  at  the  mercy  of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  Actually 
even  if  the  Legislature  doesn't  act  to  increase  our  tuition  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  the  right  under  the  Wills-Harrington  Act 
to  increase  tuition  at  their  will,  in  whatever  amount  they  decide 
upon  and  ANNUALLY  if  they  so  choose. 

What  to  do: 

Each  of  us  must  write  to  our  Legislature  requesting  the 
amending  of  the  Willis-Harrington  Act.  Specifically  the  areas 
concerning: 

1 .  The  ability  of  the  Board  to  delineate  programs  Section  ID  (This 
limits  our  ability  to  have  new  majors) 

2.  Section  ID  which  allots  75%  of  State  scholarship  funds  for 
private  colleges  and  25%  of  scholarship  funds  for  state  colleges. 
(Most  of  your  25%  going  to  larger  state-run  institutions  like  U 
Mass) 

3.  And  the  section  of  the  act  which  constructs  our  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  structure  of  the  Board  at  present  is  severely  tipped 
towards  the  private  college  segment. 

A  tuition  increase  threatens  the  quality  of  our  education. 
But  WE  CAN  DO  SOMETHING,  we  can  write  to  our  Senators  and 
our  Representatives.  We  are  voters,  and  we  do  have  a  voice!!

Parking  ticket 
crackdown  begins 


An  F.S.C.  student  received  a  strict  sentence  in  criminal 
court  on  April  31.  Sophomore  Bill  Dodger  was  sentenced  to  ten 
years  on  the  Fitchburg-Leominster  chain  gang,  for  accumulating 
and  neglecting  to  pay  a  large  number  of  parking  tickets.  Judge  I. 
Fynum  showed  no  sympathy  when  Dodger  threw  himself  to  the 
mercy  of  the  court. 

Prosecuting  Attorney,  Paul  "Writer's  Cramp"  Walsh 
presented  an  excellent  case.  He  explained  that  Dodger  had  at 
least  nine  violations  for  flagrant  misdemeanors  ranging  from 
"failing  to  park  within  allotted  lines"  to  "parking  12  inches  from 
the  curb".  Walsh  also  said  that  Dodger  had  had  a  chance  to  settle 
the  matter  out  of  court  and  had  failed  to  capitalize.  Two  known 
alternatives  given  to  Dodger  were:  selling  his  mother  to  a  Turkish 
slave  camp,  and  donating  his  right  arm  in  the  event  that  Walsh's 
ticket- writing  arm  need  be  transplanted.  Neither  choice  appealed 
to  Dodger. 

Dodger's  overall  debt  to  the  college  was  withheld,  but  it  is 
believed  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  5,000  ruples. 

Judge  Fynum  completely  supported  Walsh  because  he  felt  an 
example  had  to  be  set.  Walsh  said  that  he  hoped  the  rest  of  the 
students  will  learn  from  Dodger's  mistake.  "I  have  a  personal 
score  to  keep  with  illegal  parkers,  and  I  mean  business,"  he  said.

The  Let  Us  Know  Crisis  Center,  Inc.  (LUK),  since  its 
inception  in  early  1970,  has  evolved  from  a  part-time  hotline 
telephone  crisis  center  to  a  24  hour  crisis  hotline  service,  coupled 
with  a  variety  of  walk-in  services,  including  drug  treatment, 
pregnancy  testing,  abortion  counseling,  and  a  variety  of  other 
innovative  and  creative  growth  and  learning  experiences, 
provided  by  LUK's  staff. 

Besides  LUK's  main  facility,  located  at  99  Day  Street  in 
Fitchburg,  the  Crisis  Center  also  offers  counseling  services  at 
specified  times  each  week  in  both  Clinton  and  Gardner,  with 
hotline  phone  numbers  in  Fitchburg,  Gardner,  Ayer,  and  Clinton, 
allowing  most  of  the  Montachusett  area  to  use  the  LUK  services, 
toll  free. 

For  those  interested  in  statistics,  beginning  in  1973,  LUK 
cared  for  over  10,000  walk-in  clients,  with  cases  ranging  from 
pregnancy  related  matters  to  drug  information,  legal  problems 
and  a  wide  variety  of  personal,  social,  and  medical  aid  problems. 
In  1974,  the  story  was  much  the  same,  with  walk-in  totals 
increasing  to  well  over  the  1700  case  mark. 

As  far  as  the  hotline  statistics  are  concerned, 
Montachusett  area  residents  used  the  LUK  hotline  service  close 
to  5,500  times  in  1973,  a  figure  which  increased  to  almost  8,000 
calls  when  the  1974  figures  were  computed. 

LUK's  present  staff  includes  the  Executive  Director, 
Ernest  M.  (Punky)  Pletan,  Jr.  original  founder  of  LUK  (1970).  He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North  Dakota  with  B.A.  degrees 
in  both  English  and  Political  Science.  Mr.  Pletan  has  also 
received  training  as  a  drug  educator  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education. 

Along  with  Director  Pletan,  the  counseling  personnel  are 
headed  by  Ms.  Erika  M.  Boardman,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  with  a  degree  in  Music  Therapy  from  the 
University  of  the  Pacific.  The  Hotline  Coordinator  is  Ms.  Cathy 
Cross,  who  has  been  with  LUK  since  September  of  1972.  Cathy 
las  been  a  psychology  major  at  Fitchburg  State  College,  now 
.vorking  full-time  with  the  LUK  Crisis  Center. 

As  LUK  continues  to  serve  the  North  Worcester  County 
\rea,  the  centers  programs  services  continue  to  increase  with  a 
jrojected  1975—76  budget  of  over  $150,000.

People  Story 


David  Lamacchia 

People  have  been  dying  every  day  since  man's  creation,  but 
never  has  there  been  such  an  openess  and  candor  to  talk  about 
death  and  dying  until  recently. 

Dr.  Charles  Streff,  a  psychology  professor  at  Fitchburg  State 
College,  undertook  the  teaching  of  a  course  on  "The  Psychology 
of  Death  and  Dying"  last  semester.  Interestingly  enough,  the 
course  met  with  satisfying  response  from  both  teacher  and 
students  alike. 

Dr.  Streff  admitted  that  he  had  never  taught  a  course  of  this 
nature  before.  Therefore,  he  was  somewhat  nervous.  His  past 
experiences  in  workshops  and  seminars,  working  with  his  wife 
who  is  a  psychiatric  nurse  clinician,  helped  him  with  the  basics  of 
the  course. 

Together  they  realized  an  urgent  need  for  better  knowledge 
on  the  subject  of  death  and  dying. 

Dr.  Streff  also  emphasized  that  one  of  the  hardest  areas  of  the 
course  was  that  "it  was  impossible  to  stay  on  an  intellectual  level. 
We  had  to  be  honest  with  our  feelings." 

The  professor  stressed  that  he  was  helped  along  in  the  course 
by  the  amount  of  "student  involvement  and  interest,"  and 
impressed  by  being  able  "to  see  people  deal  with  their  feelings 
on  death  and  dying,  rather  than  ignoring  or  denying  them." 

Consequently,  Dr.  Streff  realized  that  the  course  was  not  only 
a  success  but  also  a  "growth  experience." 

Talking  about  death  is  a  hard  thing,  according  to  Dr.  Streff. 
He  says,  "To  talk  about  death  means  I  am  going  to  die  and  to 
verbalize  it  is  no  easy  job."  Continuing,  he  relates,  "All  of  the 
students  said  it  had  been  a  very  positive  but  painful  experience. 
It  helped  them  to  deal  with  death  better." 

The  highlight  of  the  course  was  a  field  trip  to  a  mortuary  or 
funeral  home.  This  trip  helped  both  the  students  and  teacher  to 
focus  on  the  very  sad  "reality  of  death". 

Currently,  the  course  is  not  being  taught  this  semester,  but  it 
will  be  taught  again  by  Dr.  Streff  in  May  in  an  intersession  course 
and  again  in  September  in  the  regular  semester. 

Hopefully  the  course  will  again  meet  with  student  interest  and 
popularity  in  these  times  of  hard  stress.

Buchwald:  Well  yes,  but  if  you're  destructive  it  doesn't  bother 


CPS:  Do  you  find  that  humor  and  satire,  at  least  in  your  writing 
tends  to  expose  and  correct  the  foibles  and  prejudices  of  society? 


CPS:  Do  you  find  that  you  have  always  been  a  humorous  person?         Buchwald:  I  doubt  it.  I  doubt  it 


Buchwald:  Yes all  the  time. 


CPS:  As  a  child? 


Buchwald:  Yes,  I  was  the  class  clown  and  I  was  always  getting 
into  trouble  when  I  was  in  school.  And  in  the  Marine  Corps  I  got 
into  trouble  for  being  funny.  All  my  life  I  was  doing  it  and  it  has 
only  paid  off  in  the  last  few  years. 

CPS:  What  did  your  parents  think  of  you  as  a  child? 

Buchwald:  Well,  I  had  sort  of  a  checkered  career.  I  was  a  foster 
child.  So  my  foster  parents  could  not  make  heads  or  tails  of  me. 
And  my  father  wasn't  too  sure  about  me  either.  At  a  very  early 
age  I  went  into  my  own  fantasy  world.  Which  is  what  you  have  to 
do  if  you  are  going  to  be  a  writer.  You  have  to  go  into  fantasy 
awfully  early. 

CPS:  Would  it  be  appropriate  to  characterize  your  writing  as 
political — social  humor?  Or  how  would  you  characterize  your  own 
writing? 

Buchwald:  A  political  cartoon  in  words.  Instead  of  using  a  sketch 
I  use  my  typewriter.  But  occasionally  I  write  something  that  isn't 
political  just  to  prove  that  I  can  do  it.  When  I  started  out  for  the 
first  fourteen  years  in  Europe  I  wasn't  writing  political  stuff,  just 
humor  about  Europe. 

CPS:  What  type  of  journalistic  devices  do  you  use  in  your 
writing? 

Buchwald:  Usually  I  write  dialogue  because  I  like  dialogue.  If 
there  is  any  formula  involved  it  is  to  treat  serious  things  lightly 
and  light  things  seriously.  I  might  treat  the  Fanny  Foxx  going 
into  the  Tidal  Basin  incident  very  seriously  and  I  might  treat  aid 
to  Vietnam  lightly.  It  seems  to  work  doing  that. 

CPS:  What  purpose  and  function  do  you  find  humor  and  satire 


Buchwald:  They  relieve  the  tension.  It's  quite  a  life  to  laugh  at 
and  people  do  it  in  different  ways.  Comedians  do  it  on  television; 
other  people  do  it  on  the  stage,  and  I  try  to  do  it  in  writing.  The 
whole  thing  is  to  try  and  make  people  feel  good. 

I  don't  have  a  real  purpose  in  mind,  because  I  wouldn't  be 
doing  it  if  I  didn't  get  paid  for  it.  It's  the  only  way  I  can  survive. 
It's  all  defense  for  me. 

CPS:  Writing? 

Buchwald:  Yes.  Humor  is  hostility.  Getting  it  out  of  your  system. 
I'm  in  a  perfect  position  because  everybody  in  this  country  is  so 
angry  and  sore  at  everything  and  I'm  one  of  the  few  people  who 
three  times  a  week  can  get  it  off  my  chest. 

CPS:  But  in  a  constructive  way. 

...  Personal 


CPS:  Do  you  think  that  your  writing  makes  people  aware  of  them? 

Buchwald:  I  don't  think  that  deeply  about  it.  All  that  I  know  is 
that  I  have  to  get  out  three  columns  a  week  and  I  never  sit  down 
and  say  "This  morning  I  am  going  to  save  the  world."  I  just  sit 
down  and  say  I've  got  to  do  a  column  and  I  better  get  it  finished 
before  lunch  otherwise  I'll  have  a  lousy  lunch. 

CPS:  Do  you  think  that  this  country  now  needs  more  humor  than 
anytime  since  World  War  II  or  the  Depression  because  of  the 
great  number  of  seriously  unresolved  problems? 

Buchwald:  Well,  I  wrote  a  column  about  that  in  which  I  said  that 
there  is  a  shortage  of  humor,  and  therefore  we  have  to  charge 
more  for  it.  It  used  to  be  that  a  barrel  of  laughs  was  about  four 
dollars,  but  now  because  of  the  shortage,  Baker,  Iron  and  Harpie 
have  raised  it  to  about  $14  a  barrel. 

CPS:  So  that  in  actuality  humor  does  tend  to  aid  the  country? 

Buchwald:  I  guess  so.  I  haven't  thought  about  it.  But  you  are 
competing  with  Jerry  Ford,  the  budget,  and  Congress  when  it 
comes  to  humor.  It  used  to  be  you  write  the  humor  and  they 
would  write  the  straight  stuff.  Now  they're  writing  humor  and 
you're  writing  straight  stuff.  -  - 

CPS:  What  is  the  actual  process  of  writing  a  column?  Do  you  have 
steps  that  you  go  through  in  turning  one  out? 

Buchwald:  I  read  the  papers  and  in  the  papers  I  see  the  story. 
And  then  it  occurs  to  me  I've  got  to  do  something  on  that  story. 

And  then  I  think  very  hard maybe  a  day,  maybe  two  days, 

maybe  two  minutes;  how  do  I  say  that  in  a  different  way? 

CPS:  Your  schedule  and  format  for  writing as  to  a  specific 

time  of  day  and  location is  eclectic  and  varies  fi^.r.  day  to 

day? 

Buchwald:  I  try  to  get  it  done  in  the  morning  so  I  can  relax  for  the 
rest  of  the  day. 

CPS:  Do  you  go  out  and  investigate  all  the  subjects  you  are 
writing  about? 

Buchwald:  No.  No,  I  was  up  there  on  the  Hill  the  other  day,  which 
was  the  first  time  I  was  up  there  in  a  long  time.  I  just  did  a  piece 
about ...  do  you  know  the  Bermuda  Triangle?  You've  heard  about 
it? 

CPS:  Yes. 

Buchwald:  Well  I  did  a  piece  about  the  Washington  triangle 
between  the  White  House  and  the  Capital  and  the  Jefferson 
Memorial.  And  all  the  bills  and  all  the  trial  ballons  and 
everything  gets  lost  in  the  Tidal  Basin,  and  are  never  heard  from 
again.

1:   The  Demise  of  Democracy? 

In  1788  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America 
was  ratified  and  an  ideal  became  a  reality.  The  sole  purpose  of 
our  government  and  all  its  agencies  and  affiliations  is;  to  insure 
the  advent  of  a  democratic  nation,  by  the  people,  for  the  people, 
of  the  people;  and  to  protect  the  constitution,  not  as  an  ideal  but 
as  a  practical  working  document  to  follow  in  order  to  insure  the 
primary  objective  of  its  writing.  To  protect  and  guarantee  for 
every  person,  individual  liberty. 

Having  created  this  democratic  nation,  it  became 
necessary  to  protect  it.  In  order  to  uphold  the  constitution,  a 
complex  military  system  was  created,  a  forever  enlarging  system 
capable  of  dealing  with  new  threats  as  each  new  day  arose.  So  be 
our  nation  strong  and  protected  from  Foreign  Powers. 

The  good  old  U.S.A.  has  come  a  long  way.  It  took  a  bloody 
vengeful  Civil  War  and  Women's  Suffrage,  among  the  few 
disturbances,  before  the  essence  of  the  Constitution  was  grasped 
and  abided  by,  (a  majority). 

Today  with  the  advent  of  modern  technology;  computer 
science;  space  technology;  and  "the  bomb"  it  has  become 
increasingly  hard  to  be  sure  of  American  and  World  democracy's 
safety  and  strength.  The  newspapers  are  full  of  reports  of 
Communist  advancement  in  Asia,  speculation  that  all  of  Asia  will 
fall  to  the  Reds,  the  increasing  strength  of  Russia  and  China  and 
the  serious  threat  they  pose  to  America. 

How  much  of  a  threat  any  Foreign  Power  be  is 
questionable.  Is  it  reality  or  propaganda  like  the  "Red  Scare"  or 
the  Cold  War?  For  if  there  ever  is  an  attack  or  a  threat  of  attack 
on  America  from  without,  or  within,  by  a  foreign  nation,  the 
results  would  be  nonetheless  catastrophic.  Because  we  are  no 
less  fanatical  about  our  democracy  than  Russia  be  over 
Communism.  Kennedy  proved  this  point  very  well  during  the 
October  Crisis.  Neither  man  was  willing  to  be  the  martyr  of  the 
world. 

For  that  reason,  in  reality,  there  is  no  foreign  threat  upon 
America.  The  existence  of  the  bomb  is  the  biggest  threat  HOMO 
SAPIENS  has  ever  known  to  sanity  and  survival  and  yet  in  that 
awesome  danger  lies  the  world's  safety. 

The  real  threat  to  American  democracy  lies, -not  in  Russia 
or  Asia  or  in  nuclear  holocaust',  but  in  the  American  government 
and  the  men  who  govern  behind  closed  doors.  The  threat  is  a 
basic  one.  It  is  that  which  has,  for  all  the  ages  of  mankind, 
suppressed  and  enslaved  the  people.  The  abusive  government 
which  is  a  means,  for  those  in  government  to  their  own  ends. 
Thus  the  government  loses  its  purpose  and  becomes  abusive  of 
individual  liberties  instead  of  upholding  them. 

With  the  increasing  ineptness  and  corruption  of  America's 
leaders,  the  credability  and  integrity  of  the  men  running  this, 
still,  fair  land  has  and  is  coming  under  fire  and  rightly  so.  With 
every  release  of  information,  regarding  corrupt  practices  and 
invested  interest  of  Presidents,  and  Vice-Presidents  and 
Congresspersons;  of  unconstitutional  activity  of  Governmental 
agencies,  the  C.I. A.  and  F.B.I.,  the  pieces  of  the  present  course 
of  history  reveal  themselves  and  reveal  the  true  threat.  The  truth 
however  slowly  shall  escape  the  suppression,  it  is  suffering  at  the 
hands  of  powerful  factions  of  self-interested  groups  and 
agencies. 

The  Johnson  administration,  despite  its  irresponsible 
handling  of  the  Vietnam  War,  and  war  protests  (how  many  were 
unnecessarily  killed  and  injured  at  the  hands  of  guardsmen),  was 
but  a  glimmer  of  things  to  come  in  the  light  of  the  Nixon 
administration.  Let's  not  forget  Agnew. 

The  Watergate  affair  and  its  subsequent  cover-up  wasn't 
just  some  political  fiasco  for  the  democrat  party  to  win  votes  on.  It 
was  illegal,  unconstitutional  activity  of  which  not  only  the 
President  was  involved  but  governmental  agencies  as  well. 
Nixon's  decisions  may  have  been  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
government  and  the  governors,  but  they  certainly  weren't  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  purposes  of  the  government. 

In  the  wake  of  Watergate  arises  the  question  of 
credability.  How  many  more  illegal,  unconstitutional  atrocities 
had  Uncle  Sam  and  its  agencies  committed  and  what  are  they  up 
to  now? 

To  paraphrase  a  conversation  between  E.  Howard  Hunt 
(convicted  Watergate  conspirator)  and  Nixon,  on  one  of  the 
Watergate  tapes:  We  have  been  involved  in  some  very,  very 
serious,  "illegal  consiracies  in  the  past." 

How  many  cover-ups  have  there  been?  How  many  truths 
have  been  denied  us  and  just  courses  of  action  been  suppressed 
for  the  sake  of  a  few  personal  interest  and  gain  at  the  expense  of 
American? 

•Nuclear  Holocaust  is  not  radical  fanatical  bombing,  Nuclear 
Blackmail,  or  accidence.  All  of  which  would  be  relatively 
uncomparable  to  the  latter  and  therefore  have  a  greater 
probability  of  occurence. 


2:   Who  killed  J.F.K. 

On  October  22,  1963,  President  John  Kennedy  was 
assassinated.  As  if  that  weren't  enough,  we  Americans  have 
been  forced  to  accept  an  unsolved  murder  mystery.  But  not  due 
to  the  lack  of  evidence.  There  have  always  been  serious  critics  of 
the  Warren  Report  and  now,  more  than  ever,  there  are  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt,  reasons  to  reflute  the  Warren  Report  with 
evidence  so  profound  and  disturbing  that  it  is  hard  to  accept  that 
something  like  this  could  happen  in  America.  It  did  and  the  truth 
has  been  withheld. 

The  Warren  Commission  was  set  up  to  investigate  the 
assassination  of  J.F.K.  in  the  name  of  justice.  It  consisted  of 
various  men  who  were  all  members  of  Congress  or  the  Justice 
Department. 

The  Warren  Report's  conclusions  were: 

1.  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  acting  alone,  fired  three  shots  from 
the  sixth  story  window  of  the  Texas  School  Book  Depository 


building  with  an  Italian-made  Mannlicker-Carcano  6.5  mm  bolt 
action  rifle  (found  in  the  sixth  floor  room). 

2.  The  first  bullet  hit  J.F.K.  in  the  back,  exited  via  the 
neck,  entered  John  Connolly  via  his  back,  shattered  his  left  ribs, 
exited,  shattered  his  right  wrist  and  lodged  in  his  left  thigh. 

3.  One  bullet  missed  and  caused  a  wound  in  a  bystander. 

4.  The  third  bullet  killed  the  President  by  entering  the  rear 
of  his  head  and  blowing  out  his  forehead. 

5.  Jack  Ruby,  acting  alone,  killed  Oswald. 
Yet  all  evidence  refutes  these  findings! 

The  Commission  ignored  major  testimony  and  didn't  call 
upon  others.  John  Connolly  swears  to  this  day,  and  told  the 
Commission  that  he  was  hit  by  a  different  bullet  than  Kennedy 
and  it  didn't  come  from  the  back.  The  Commission  didn't  publish 
his  testimony  in  the  report.  They  questioned  his  wife  for  only  15 
minutes  and  Mrs.  Kennedy's  testimony  also  was  never  made  a 
part  of  the  final  report.  The  Commission  also  never  called  for  any 
eye  witnesses. 

The  Zapruder  film  is  a  graphic**  example  of  how 
irresponsible  the  Warren  Commission  ran  their  investigation. 
The  film  provides  absolute,  incontestible  proof  of  cross  fire  and 
conspiracy. 

That  single  bullet  which  the  Commission  said  hit  Kennedy 
and  Connolly  is  known  as  the  super  bullet.  It  inflicted  seven 
wounds  and  broke  numerous  bones,  yet  it  was  found  in  nearly 
perfect  condition  on  a  stretcher  in  Parkland  Hospital.  The 
Commission  took  this  bullet  as  evidence  and  designated  it 
commission  exhibit  #399. 

The  account  of  C.E.  #399's  impossible  adventure  has  since 
become  known  as  "the  single  bullet  theory."  It  was  postulated 
not  because  it  was  supported  by  evidence,  but  because  without  a 
super-bullet  it  was  impossible  to  blame  the  shooting  of  the 
President  on  a  lone  psychotic  assassin. 

F.B.I,  tests  proved  conclusively  that,  from  the  time 
President  Kennedy  was  first  visible  from  Oswald's  supposed 
"sniper's  nest"  (frame  #207)  until  Governor  Connolly  was  shot 
(frame  #234),  that  a  bolt  action  rifle  could  have  fired  only  one 
bullet.  For  that  rifle  a  minimal  2.3  seconds  is  required  for  one 
shot,  this  is  without  taking  time  to  aim.  Since  two  shots  could  not 
have  been  fired  by  that  weapon  in  that  time  span,  (movie  was 
taken  at  18.3  frames/second),  and  since  the  Commission  did  not 
admit  the  existence  of  another  gunman  or  bullets,  it  was  forced  to 
conclude  that  J.F.K.  and  Connolly  were  hit  by  the  same  bullet. 

The  Zapruder  film  shows  that  by  frame  #244,  when 
Kennedy  first  appears  from  behind  the  sign,  he  has  already  been 
hit.  Connolly  is  unharmed  until  frame  #234  at  least  half  second 
later  (and  probably  longer  since  Kennedy  was  well  into  his 
reaction).  But  when  Connolly  was  wounded,  a  rib  was  shattered 
upon  impact  and  his  reaction  is  recorded  on  film.  The  time  for  a 
bullet  to  pass  from  Kennedy  to  Connolly  would  have  been  at  most 
two  frames.  There  is  no  question  that  Connolly  was  hit  by  a 
different  bullet  than  the  one  that  the  commission  says  hit  J.F.K. 

The  third  bullet  hit  President  Kennedy  in  the  back  of  the 
head,  according  to  the  Commission,  and  in  violation  of  basic  laws 
of  physics,  thrust  him  violently  backwards  and  sprayed  the  trunk 
of  the  Presidential  car  and  a  motorcycle  agent,  who  was  also  to 
the  rear  of  the  car,  with  skull  and  brain  fragments.  Frame  #314 
shows  Kennedy  being  thrown  violently  backwards  with  such  a 
force  it  actually  lifted  him  out  of  his  seat  as  that  bullet  tore  his 
right  forehead  off!!  This  shot  was  undeniably  fired  from  a 
high-powered  rifle  using  an  exploding  or  dum-dum  bullet,  and 
from  the  front  of  the  Presidential  car  where  there  was  a  retaining 
wall  and  bushes  on  a  knoll. 

**The  Zapruder  films  most  have  seen  are  ten  generations  or 
older;  a  copy  of  a  copy  of  a  copy,  etc.  Such  reproductions  are  of 
very  poor  quality,  gorey,  and  unclear. 

It  was  that  grassy  knoll  which  eye  witnesses  swear  they 
heard  shots  from.  People  and  policemen  who  heard  the  shots  ran 
towards  the  grassy  knoll.  They  knew  where  the  shots  came  from. 
An  ex-Marine  on  the  knoll  swears  (and  they  know  their  shit),  he 
could  smell  the  gunpowder  and  said,  "The  shots  came  from 
behind  me."  which  was  where  the  wall  and  bushes  are. 

The  driver  of  the  Presidential  limosine,  William  Greer, 
testified  that  he  speeded  up  prior  to  the  head  shot  and  that  he  had 
been  facing  forward  the  entire  time.  Yet  at  the  moment  of  the 
fatal  head  shot,  Greer  ON  FILM  appears  to  be  looking  directly  at 
J.F.K.'s  head!  Only  after  the  President  was  dead  did  Greer  begin 
to  accelerate.  Even  if  it  was  only  slow  reaction  time,  why  the 
inaccuracy  under  oath? 

Even  more  puzzling  is  why  was  there  no  reaction  at  all 
from  the  President's  secret  service  men?  These  men  are  trained 
to  react  to  any  threatening  stimulus.  A  still  photograph  taken 
from  the  left  side  of  the  street  shows  the  entire  Presidential  and 
Vice-Presidential  motorcars  and  their  respective  secret  service 
cars,  at  the  time  Kennedy  is  reacting  to  the  first  bullet.  This 
picture  shows  Vice-President  Johnson  not  in  his  seat!  He  has 
reacted  to  that  first  shot  and  hit  the  floor.  His  secret  service  men 
are  also  reacting.  Their  car  door  is  open,  and  they  are  scrambling 
to  do  their  job  of  protecting  the  Vice-President.  Why  the  "total 
absence"  of  reaction  from  Kennedy's  men  until  he  was  certainly 
dead,  which  the  Zapruder  film  shows  to  be  around  frame  #365. 

According  to  secret  service  regulations  the  two 
motorcycles  to  the  rear  were  supposed  to  be  flanking  the 
presidential  car,  to  supply  protection  in  the  advent  of  cross  fire. 
They  were  not!  According  to  secret  service  regulations,  parade 
routes  are  supposed  to  be  simple  and  direct.  That  the  motorcade 
is  not  to  go  slower  than  25  m.p.h.  For  these  reasons  the  parade 
route  should  not  have  taken  that  first  right  hand  turn  which  lead 
to  the  left  hand  turn  in  order  to  get  back  onto  the  main  street.  To 
negotiate  the  left  hand  turn  the  car  slowed  down  to  approximately 
5  m.p.h.  and  shortly  thereafter  the  President  was  dead.  It  is  also 
not  known  who  altered  the  parade  route. 

Frightening  evidence  of  conspiracy  is  that  17  or  18  key  eye 
witnesses  who  saw  what  really  happened  -  gunner  on  the  knoll, 
puffs  of  smoke  coming  out  of  the  bushes  as  they  heard  the  shots, 
have  all  died  mysteriously  by  1966.  The  odds  that  these  people, 
all  the  same  place,  that  day,  would  die  in  three  years  was  nothing 
less  than  surprising  1,000,000,000  to  one  against  the  fact  that 
they  are  dead.  A  couple  died  of  apparent  suicide,  one  in  an  auto 


accident  and  the  rest  by  natural  causes,  with  the  ages  of  20's  and 
30's,  blow  to  the  head  and  other  characteristics  of  beatings.  This 
is  all  published  in  the  book  THE  WITNESSES.  These  were 
citizens  like  you  and  I  who  saw  the  truth  and  were  exterminated 
when  they  wanted  to  speak  out. 

The  evidence  is  clear.  Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  if  he  acted  at 
all,  did  not  act  alone.  It  is  also  too  clear  that  the  Warren 
Commission  was  conducted  in  an  irresponsible,  much  like  and 
reminicent  of  cover-up  a-la-Watergate. 

A  Warren  Commission  member  has  called  to  reopen  the 
case,  he  is  Burt  W.  Griffin  now  a  judge  on  the  stale  trial  bench  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

"The  case  ought  to  be  reopened,"  he  says  and,  "It's  all 
tied  in  with  everything  that's  been  happening  in  our  government 
for  the  last  10  years."  This  is  the  first  time  a  Commission 
member  has  "dared"  suggest  the  Commission  didn't  get  all  the 
answers.  Most  of  the  Warren  Commission  members  defend  their 
work  like  religious  fanatics  quoting  the  bible,  what  I  have  written, 
I  have  written.  John  J.  McClay  (a  lawyer)  says,  "I  never  saw  a 
case  more  completely  proven."  Leon  Hubert,  Jr.  says,  "We  tried 
but  none  of  us  found  it  was  anybody  but  Oswald."  When  they  are 
confronted  with  questions,  they  quote  the  Warren  Report  as  if  it 
were  the  Bible! 

Judge  Griffin's  reasons  are  many.  Says  Griffin,  "I  don't 
think  some  agencies  were  candid  with  us.  I  never  thought  the 
Dallas  Police  were  telling  us  the  truth.  Neither  was  the  F.B.I." 
"We  accepted  the  answers  we  got,"  says  Griffin,  "even  though 
they  were  few  and  inadequate,  and  didn't  carry  the  battle  any 
further.  To  do  so,  we'd  have  had  to  challenge  the  integrity  of  the 
F.B.I,  and  C.I. A.  back  in  1964.  That  was  something  we  didn't 
do."  ^— -*■ 

Dramatic  documentation  proves  that  the  Warren 
Commission's  investigation  was  -never  a  free  and  independent 
inquiry  we'd  been  told. 

The  F.B.I,  concluded  too  soon,  there  was  no  conspiracy 
and  then  in  an  effort  to  justify  its  earlier  conclusions,  did  a 
grudging  reinvestigation,  whose  only  purpose  was  to  prove  its 
own  premature  (preordained),  conclusions. 

The  most  important  piece  of  documentation:  A  longtime 
top  secret  transcript  of  an  executive  session  of  the  Warren 
Commission  January  27,  1964  which  was  only  declassified  last 
year.  That  transcript  suggests  the  intelligence  agencies  possess 
signigicant  information  they  withheld  from  the  Commission. 
There  is  evidence  that  the  U.S.  Intelligence  agencies  were  aware 
of  Oswald  long  before  November  22,  1963. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  himself  knew  of  him.  Just  this  year  a 
1960  memo  from  Hoover  to  the  State  Department  surfaced 
proving  Hoover  had  prior  knowledge  of  Oswald.  Yet  when  asked 
by  Earl  Warren,  Hoover  denied  any  knowledge  of  Oswald  and 
flatly  rejected  any  connection  of  him  with  the  F.B.I.  But  the 
Commission  still  felt  it  had  strong  reasons  to  believe  Oswald  was 
an  F.B.I,  agent.  John  McClay  at  that  time  didn't  give  the  F.B.I.'s 
denial  much  weight.  Senator  Russel  pointed  out  that  the 
Commission  may  be  dealing  with  a  powerful,  notoriously  lying 
breed.  Then  Allen  Dulles,  (a  former  C.I. A.  director),  gave  the 
Commission  a  lesson  on  intelligence  agencies.  If  Oswald  was  an 
agent,  the  F.B.I,  would  deny  it.  Justice  Warren  asks,  "Even 
under  oath?"  Dulles  replies,  "Yes."  Strangely  enough  Dulles 
was  the  quickest  to  accept  the  F.B.I.'s  statements. 

The  problem  was  obvious.  Where  was  the  Commission  to 
go  for  the  truth?  The  F.B.I,  had  no  problem,  they  had  decided 
that  it  was  Oswald  and  no  one  else  was  involved,  "they  had 
decided." 

Did  the  Commission  go  beyond  that?  Hardly.  The 
Commission  didn't  even  give  its  staff  a  mandate  to  go  beyond  the 
F.B.I,  on  the  Oswald  question.  For  a  moment  it  seemed  they 
might;  Senator  Russel  sums  up  the  Commission's  dilemma:  "It 
seems  to  me  we  have  two  alternatives.  One  is  we  can  just  accept 
the  F.B.I.'s  report  and  go  on  and  write  the  report  based  on  their 
findings  and  supported  by  their  raw  material  they  have  given  us, 
or  else,  we  can  go  and  try  to  run  down  some  of  these  collateral 
rumors  that  hve  just  been  dealth  with  directly  in  this  raw  material 
that  we  have  been  given."  The  members  seemed  inclined  to  go 
beyond  the  F.B.I.,  but  they  didn't  want  to  be  in  the  position  of 
attacking  the  F.B.I. 

With  this,  the  Commission  does  a  quick  about  face. 
"Forgetting  their  only  client,  truth"  the  Commission  agrees  that 
none  of  them  wants  to  attack  the  F.B.I.  This  basically  ended  the 
Commission's  "investigation."  Rankin,  the  Commission's 
director,  thought  this  was  pretty  controversial  material.  He 
confiscated  the  stenographer's  notes  of  the  January  22nd 
meeting  and  they  remain  sealed  to  this  day.  Rankin  specifically 
requested  no  stenotypist  at  all  for  the  January  24th  meeting  and 
filed  an  affidavit  saying  he  had  instructions  from  the  Warren 
Commission  to  keep  the  January  27th  meeting  under  Top  Secret 
Classification.  Weisberg,  a  critic  of  the  Warren  Commission  sued 
and  won,  to  see  the  January  27th  transcript.  Weisberg  says, 
"There's  nothing  in  any  Commission  records  to  support  Rankin. 
If  the  Warren  Commission  was  out  to  find  the  truth,  why  this 
secrecy?" 

Fact:  The  Warren  Report  is  rift  with  falicy  and 
characteristics  of  cover-up. 

Fact:  The  intelligence  agencies,  F.B.I,  and  C.I. A.  willfully 
withheld  information,  violated  the  Constitution,,  and  not  for  the 
sake  of  national  security,  but  for  the  agencies'  own  sake  and 
specifically  the  men  in  power. 

Fact:  The  suppression  of  the  truth  to  such  an  extreme 
degree,  of  such  an  important  event,  could  only  have  been  done  by 
a  very  powerful  agency.  The  very  fact  of  involvement  in  the 
cover-up  implicates  involvement  in  the  conspiracy. 

All  these  facts  lead  to  but  one  conclusion:  that  J.F.K.'s 
assassination  was  a  conspiracy  and  if  the  intelligence  agencies 
didn't  pull  the  trigger,  they  backed  those  that  did  in  the 
conspiracy  and  its  subsequent  cover-up.  No  foreign  power  or  the 
mafia  could  have  done  it  without  American  intelligence 
cooperation  because  American  intelligence  is  "too  strong."  It 
may  have  just  been  a  small  fraction  of  men  in  the  agencies  and 
not  the  agencies  themselves.  But  their  power  is  great  for  only  a 
strong  influential  body  could  have  gotten  away  with  a  coup  d'etat 
in  America.  _      ,.   n        «n

"Motorcycle  operators  are  advised  that  beginning  in  Jiine 
there  will  be  two  new  laws  governing  their  operation  on  the 
highways  of  the  Commonwealth,"  Deputy  Registrar  Francis 
McCone  said  recently. 

1.  Effective  on  June  11,  1975,  operators  of  motorcycles  which  are 
not  equipped  with  windshields  or  screens  are  required  to  wear 
eyeglasses,  goggles  or  protective  face  shields. 

2.  Effective  on  June  23,  1975,  operators  of  motorcycles  shall  ride 
no  more  than  two  abreast  and  shall  ride  single  file  when  passing. 

These  laws  have  been  enacted  for  the  safety  and  protection  of 
motorcycle  operators  and  must  be  obeyed. 


N.S.A.  Reflections 


As  the  school  year  draws  to  a  close,  the  Nursing  Students 
Association  has  many  milestones  and  achievements  to  reflect 
upon.  The  year  has  shown  that  the  Association's  constitution  is 
vague  regarding  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  its  officers.  It  is 
hoped  that  next  year's  Executive  Board  will  properly  revise  the 
draft. 

Major  difficulties  facing  the  N.S.A.  this  year  stem  from  a 
lack  of  communication,  organization,  and  delegation  of  duties.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  Board  may  have  taken  on  too  much 
in  the  way  of  duties,  rather  delegate  them  to  the  general  student 
group.  Communication  plays  an  important  role  also;  without  it, 
students  aren't  likely  to  be  as  interested  or  involved.  Hopefully, 
these  two  major  difficulties  have  been  fully  realized  and  will  be 
acted  upon  in  the  next  academic  year. 

Projects  and.  achievements  were  on  the  upswing  for  the 
N.S.A.  this  year.  The  first  project  was  that  of  a  "Buddy  System", 
in  which  volunteering  juniors  and  seniors  were  assigned  to  aid 
freshmen  nursing  students  who  were  seeking  advice,  guidance, 
etc.  Since  the  Nursing  Department  did  not  provide  freshmen  with 
college  addresses,  things  were  a  bit  hectic. 

Other  services  provided  by  the  N.S.A.  included  checking 
the  liability  coverage  of  students,  in  the  event  of  a  possible 
malpractice  suit  in  the  clinical  experience  settings.  Also 
sponsored  were  programs  with  Armed  Services  personnel, 
concerning  possible  nursing  careers.  A  "Lady  Beware" 
presentation  by  a  local  police  representative  dealt  with  the 
problem  of  rape. 

The  N.S.A.  provided  the  liason  regarding  a  request  by 
students  for  the  "Death  and  Dying"  seminar.  As  a  result,  two 
sections  have  been  offered  this  semester.  In  this  way,  open  lines 
of  communication  between  the  faculty  and  the  N.S.A.  benefit  the 
student  body. 

Events  sponsored  included  two  socials,  a  raffle,  and  a  car 
wash. 

A  screening  for  lead  paint  poisoning  victims  was  held,  and 
will  continue  next  semester.  Also,  the  N.S.A.  had  hoped  to  see 
real  disaster  nursing  in  action  with  inflatable  hospitals  erected  by 
Army  personnel  at  Fort  Devens.  However,  difficulties  at  the  Fort 
interrupted  the  actual  occurence  of  this  event. 

One  of  the  community  projects  included  the  collection  of 
defective  toys  to  fix  up  for  the  underprivileged  children  in  the 
area.  This  Christmas  Wrap-In  was  a  very  rewarding  project. 

One  major  involvement  of  the  N.S.A.  is  its  participation  in 
the  Massachusetts  Senate  of  Student  Nurses.  Treasurer  Denise 
Croteau  and  Vice  President  Mary  Daily  attended  the  annual 
M.S. S.N.  convention  on  behalf  of  the  students.  It  is  evident  that 
there  are  real  opportunities  for  F.S.C.  involvement  in  the  political 
processes  involving  nursing  as  well  as  health  in  general.

At  that  time  the  only  existing  powers  in  America  not  under 
dread  by  Congress,  the  President,  the  Courts  or  the  Public,  was 
the  C.I. A.  and  F.B.I,  and  they  still  operate  covertly  with 
undreaded  power,  congress  is  trying  to  change  that  presently. 

What  could  have  been  the  motives  for  assassination  of  the 
President  by  the  intelligence  agencies,  or  powerful  individuals 
within  them?  They  are  numerous.  Although  Kennedy  took  the 
blame  for  the  Bay  of  Pigs  fiasco,  he  didn't  start  it  or  assist  it  any 
further.  The  machinery  for  invasion  of  Cuba  was  already  in  gear 
when  Kennedy  took  office  after  Eisenhower  and  Nixon.  Kennedy 
refused  to  supply  any  further  aid  to  the  Bay  of  Pigs  invasion.  The 
C.I. A.  covertly  were  operating  on  U.S.  soil  in  the  Florida  Keys, 
preparing  for  their  own  venture  into  Cuba  without  any 
Congressional,  Presidential,  or  Public  approval.  The  fact  that 
they  possess  power  dangerous  to  our  democracy  is  undeniable. 
E.  Howard  Hunt,  one  of  the  worst  of  the  Watergate  conspirators, 
was  in  charge  of  that  C.I. A.  operation  in  Miami.  Kennedy, 
unwilling  to  support  it,  had  to  send  in  Miami  Police  and  F.B.I. 
agents  to  break  up  Hunt's  operation  by  force!  Robert  Kennedy's 
advisor  (under  J.F.K.  he  was  Attorney  General)  told  him  that  the 
C.I. A.  was  planning  to  assassinate  Castro  and  hire  Mafia 
gunmen.  In  1963,  the  C.I. A.  flatly  refuted  such  allegations.  Yet, 
now,  in  1975  it  has  confessed,  under  pressure  from  Congress,  it 
had  such  intentions. 

President  Kennedy,  aware  of  the  dangerous  power  the 
C.I. A.  was  amassing  and  the  threat  it  posed  to  the  freedom  of 
Americans,  had  made  it  known  he  had  intentions  of  abolishing 
the  C.I. A.  He  didn't  live  to  make  this  public. 

Recently  much  dirt  has  been  found  under  the  rug. 
Revelations  of  clandictive  F.B.I,  power  operations,  denial  of 
person's  rights,  innocent  people.  The  invasion  of  privacy  of  every 
American.  For  the  sake  of  their  massive  computer's  diet  of 
information.  Yet  there  are  but  a  few  who  know  about  it.  Ex  C.I. A. 
Director  Calley,  in  his  report  to  President  Ford  on  the  C.I. A.,  was 
very  revealing.  Both  agencies  were  embarked  in  the  early  60's  on 
a  massive  domestic  spy  effort.  It  was  a  big,  expensive  program 
that  added  to  the  size  and  power  of  the  F.B.I,  and  C.I.  A.  empires. 
The  C.I. A.  Charter  specifically  states  it  is  not  to  engage  in 
domestic  covert  operations  of  any  kind.  Yet,  left  unchecked,  it 
has  done  just  that.  President  Kennedy  was  obviously  an  obstacle, 
but  with  tyrannical  power  no  obstacle  could  be  too  great  to 
handle. 

If  the  purpose  of  our  democracy  is  to  insure  individual 
liberties,  it  has  gotten  away  from  that.  For  the  agencies  under 
fire  are  not  protecting  the  democracy,  but  fighting  it.  A 
democracy  cannot  remain  a  democracy  if  it  implements  in  its 
system,  the  methods  and  activities  used  by  totalitarian 
governments.  We  are  told  that  communism  is  a  threat,  yet  if  we 
fight  them  by  instilling  their  methods  (suppressive  secret 
agencies)  and  thus  their  ends  (suppression)  we  fight  them  not. 
Inadvertently  we  become  what  they  are.  This  is  what  American 
intelligence  agencies  are  doing.  This  is  the  true  threat  to  America 
and  to  Freedom. 

What  does  all  this  mean  for  the  present  and  the  future? 
One  thing  is  certain,  new  leadership  is  needed  in  America  and 
now.  Since  1963  we  have  had  a  history  of  bad  politics  and  bad 
leaders.  Ford  is  no  exception.  Gerald  Ford's  prominence  is  due  to 
Nixon's  folly.  One  must  ask,  why  did  Nixon  choose  Ford,  to 
replace  Agnew  (beware  of  Greeks  taking  gifts!).  Nixon  is 
undeniably  a  bad  association,  but  no  man  is  guilty  by  association. 
So  Ford  is  innocent  on  that  count.  But  he  is  not  innocent  on 
another.  Gerald  Ford  was  a  member  of  the  Warren  Commission! 
Can  all  of  these  things  be  coincidence?  NO!  It  is  at  least  certain 
that  Ford  knows  who  knows  what  really  happened  in  Dallas  and 
he  may  know  himself.  Ford  could  very  easily  be  part  of 
everything  that  has  been  wrong  with  America  since  J.F.K.'s 
assassination. 

Ford,  in  a  recent  televised  address  to  Congress  said  of  the 
C.I. A.,  "I  need  the  C.I. A.  Presidents  before  me  needed  the 
C.I.A.  (except  Kennedy)  and  Presidents  after  me  will  need  the 
C.I.A." 

Nelson  Rockerfeller  is  a  conflict  of  interest.  A  man 
involved  in  International  Cooperate  Empire  such  as  the 
Rockerfeller  Empire  could  never  be  a  man  for  the  people  or  a 
democracy.  He  is  caught  in  the  invested  interest  scheme  greater 
than  any  other  political  figure. 

Fortunately  we  still  live  at  least  under  the  auspices  of  a 
democracy. 

America  is  still  a  haven  for  the  free,  unsuppressed  like  Vi 
of  the  world's  population  is,  I  am  able  to  write  desention  and 
dissatisfaction.  But  how  long  can  the  odnent  of  freedom  last  when 
the  men  in  our  government  are  involved  in  unconstitutional 
activity,  the  suppression  of  truth,  invasion  of  privacy,  policies 
decided  by  invested  interest  and  even  assassination  and  massive 
abuse  of  power  to  procure  personnal  wealth  and  corporate 
empires.  How  long  can  a  democracy  survive  when  the 
government  who's  sole  purpose  is  to  protest  individual  liberties 
practices  the  suppression  of  them. 

In  todays  hard  times  due  to  economic  strife,  inflation,  etc., 
all  of  which  is  due  to  major  corporations  controlling  the 
government  in  economic  matters  for  the  corporations  benefit,  the 
American  people  tend  to  be  uninvolved  and  unaware  of  the 
government  and  what  it  is  doing,  because  we  all  have  our  own 
world  with  our  own  problems.  In  times  like  these,  how  easy  it  will 
be  for  those  men  in  power,  who  feel  men  must  govern  men,  to 
take  ever  more  advantages  of  their  power  and  govern  as  they  will. 
To  gain  at  the  people's  further  expense. 

Democracy  necessitates  the  people's  involvement  and  not 
just  in  elections.  Elections  are  superfluous  if  you  know  not  of 
who's  running.  Involvement  and  concern  by  more  people  is 
necessary  in  order  to  insure  a  creditable  and  purposeful 
government.

In  a  year  of  mediocrity  for  F.S.C.  sports,  Scot  Haverty  has 
produced  an  excellence  in  his  field.  His  record  223  feet  throw  of 
the  javelin  has  qualified  him  for  the  National  Track  and  Field 
Competition  on  May  28  in  Beria,  Ohio.  The  previous 
Massachusetts  State  College  record  for  a  javelin  throw  was  212 
feet,  which  Scot  shattered  with  plenty  to  spare. 

Scot  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Bernard's  class  of  1972.  He  set  the 
Class  E  record  in  that  school  for  the  same  event.  He  lives  in 
Fitchburg  and  is  planning  to  enter  the  local  AAU  competition  this 
summer.  He  is  now  in  his  junior  year  at  F.S.C.  and  is  an 
excellent  candidate  to  take  over  the  position  of  captain  for  the 
track  team  next  year. 

Although  Scot  has  proven  himself  to  be  a  dedicated  person 
when  it  comes  to  individual  effort,  he  credits  Coach  Sheehan  with 
motivating  him  and  "helping  to  bring  out  my  best."  The  javelin 
itself  weighs  800  grams  and  is  about  8  feet  8  inches  in  length. 
Scot  was  quick  to  mention  that  the  entire  team  is  responsible  for 
their  5-0  record  in  dual  meets  and  7-1  overall  record. 

The  F.S.C.  track  team  will  finish  its  season  this  week  but  Scot 
still  has  the  Nationals  to  look  forward  to.  If  he  should  finish  in  the 
top  6  in  javelin  throwing  he  will  reach  "All-American"  status, 
truly  an  honor  to  himself  and  the  school.  Regardless  of  the 
outcome  in  his  future  efforts,  Scot  has  already  achieved  more 
than  can  be  expected.
